Sirs : — In  connection  with  the  statistical  report  of  the  Peniten- 
tiary for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30th,  1906,  which  we 
hand  you  herewith,  we  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  health  of  the 
prisoners  as  a  body  is  splendid,  that  the  discipline  is  good. 

In  connection  with  prison  management,  we  are  much  in  sym- 
pathy wi'th  the  grading  system,  consisting  of — say — three  grades  ; 
prisoner's  grade  to  be  determined  by  his  conduct,  and  from  the 
two  higher  grades,  abolishment  of  stripes.  This  we  commend 
for  your  consideration. 

We  again  call  to  your  attention  the  necessity  of  Women's  and 
Hospital  quarters. 

The  Women's  Quarters  should  be  wholly  segregated  from  the 
grounds  in  which  are  located  the  Men's  cell  houses.  On  the 
prison  property  to  the  west  of  the  wall,  we  consider  the  proper 
place  for  location.  At  a  cost  of  about  three  Thousand  Dollars 
we  think  suitable  quarters  can  be  built. 

The  present  Hospital  Quarters  are  poorly  located  and  inade- 
quate to  the  demands.  Were  it  not  for  the  continuous  healthy 
condition  prevailing,  it  would  be  a  very  serious  matter.  By  the 
completion  of  a  building  for  the  women,  the  present  women's 
quarters  could  advantageously  be  converted  into  a  hospital, 
which  would  meet  any  demand  that  may  be  made  upon  it  for 
the  next  ten  years  to  come  or  more.
